St. David's Church Will 

Erect Lane Memorial 


The parishioners of St. David’s 
Church have inaugurated a me¬ 
morial fund drive to the memory 
of the Reverend Robert Bridgman 
Lane, former Vicar of the church. 
From monies raised a bronze me- 
mgrial placque will be placed on 
the wall of the church, which 
building was erected during the 
time the Reverend Mr. Lane was 
Vicar. 

Upon - completion of the drive 
the placque will be dedicated at a 
special memorial Service at which 
former Clergy associates and 
representatives of the Diocese 
will officiate. The time and date 
of this service will be announced 
to enable all interested persons of 
the area to attend. 


Rev. Lane was ordained to the 
Diaconate on May 16, 1953 at St. 
Philip’s Church, Easthampton; a 
church where the former Vicar 
served as Senior Warden and 
Vestryman, prior to his entering 
the Ministry. Later, in December 
of that year he was ordained 
Priest, the former Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Right Rev. W. Ap¬ 
pleton Lawrence officiating at 
both ordinations. Rev. Lane serv¬ 
ed-at St. David’s from the year 
1950 until 1956, being transferred 
from here to become Rector of St. 
John’s Church, LaPorte, Texas. 
The former Vicar died on No¬ 
vember 17, 1961 his passing being 
mourned by many.

The mystery box is a hatbox or 
fruitcake tin. Before leaving home, j 
secretly decorate it, and fill it. with 
inexpensive toys, wrapped separately 
in festive paper.

According to news reports of 
Governor Peabody’s recent press 
conferences, Massachusetts high¬ 
way users are threatened with a 
one-cent a gallon increase in the 
state tax on gasoline.

$300 millions they already are 
paying each year in special state 
and federal taxes and fees. 

This is extremely disturbing to 
the highway users and not simply 
because no one really likes to pay 
additional taxes. The highway 
users are extremely disturbed be¬ 
cause no one has bothered to dis¬ 
close (a) exactly how current 
highway user revenues are being 
expended, and (b) just how it is 
proposed to spend the additional 
$15 million. They also are dis¬ 
turbed about the continuing in¬ 
vestigations by federal and state 
agencies into the administration 
of the highway program in Mass¬ 
achusetts, and the withholding by 
the federal government of mil¬ 
lions of dollars in federal high¬ 
way aid. There are many ques¬ 
tions to be answered before 
Massachusetts highway users will 
look kindly on any proposal to 
increase existing gasoline taxes. 

By the same'token, is should be 
made clear that highway users 
have supported the expanded 
road program from the begin¬ 
ning. They have been the sole 
contributors to the Federal High¬ 
way Trust Fund, and have paid 
the lion’s share of highway costs 
on the state and local levels. They 
will continue to support the pro¬ 
gram and want it kept on sched¬ 
ule. But if they must pay more 
taxes — they want to know why.

Q. I opened my own business 
early last year and hired two 
men. I have not reported them for 
social security purposes since I 
have under three employees. 
When I gave them their with¬ 
holding statements, they inquired 
as to the reason I had not deduct¬ 
ed social security taxes from 
their wages. They said I should 
have deducted social security 
taxes and reported their wages 
for social security purposes. Is 
this true? 

A. Yes. You should immediately 
withhold taxes for all wages paid 
and prepare reports from all 
quarters that have ended. You 
can get these report forms from 
the Internal Revenue Service. You 
should complete the forms and 
return them to Internal Revenue 
Service. Social security taxes and 
reports of wages must be made 
no matter how few employees you 
have. 

Q. One of my newly hired em¬ 
ployees showed me two social 
security cards with identical 
names but different numbers. 
Which number do I use? 

A. Have your employee call or 
visit the social security office im¬ 
mediately. The people there will 
tell him which number he should 
be using. 

Q. I report all of my employees 
for social security purposes every 
quarter. Every 3 or 4 months, I 
receive correspondence from So¬ 
cial Security Administration 
headquarters in Baltimore asking 
for additional information. Why 
do I keep getting this correspond¬ 
ence on my reports? 

A. Reports need to be correct 
as well as complete. Some of your

The Feeding Hills Post Office, which now has prospects of being 
housed in a new building, was established in 1808 and was one of 
the first in the state. - The West Springfield office dates back a few 
years earlier, Jerre Stebbins being appointed Postmaster on Decem¬ 
ber 18, 1802., and mail for Agawam people was delivered at Steb- 
bins Tavern. 

For some years after the Feeding Hills Post Office was estab¬ 
lished, people from other sections of Agawam continued to go to 
West Springfield for their mail. In the Springfield Library is a 
letter to Ebenezer Wyman who lived on what is now Main Street. 
The address is “Ebenezer Wyman, clock and watch maker, Agawam 
Society, West Springfield, Mass.” The letter is dated April 24, 1816. 

Mail was delivered to Feeding Hills for many years by stage¬ 
coach. Samuel Bowles’s Directory of Springfield for 1862 carries 
this ad:—“Stage routes, Expresses. Agawam, Feeding Hills and 
West Suffield—Edward Albro, Proprietor. Leaves Springfield daily 
at 2.” In 1895 D. M. Allison was operating this route. 

In 1897 a railroad was built from Tarifville through West Suf¬ 
field and Feeding Hills to the Boston Albany tracks across the river. 
The Postmaster at Feeding Hills went to the station and brought 
the mail back to the office by means of a two-wheeled cart in summer 
and a heavy hand sled in winter. A few years later trolley service 
was begun and mail coming in by this means was carried into the 
office by'the conductor. 

Up to 1900 there was no rural free delivery. It was neces¬ 
sary to hitch up the horse and go down to the Post Office for the 
mail. The trouble was compensated for, however, by the fact that 
everyone congregated at the Post Office and a lot of news could be 
picked up which didn’t come in the mail! 

The rural route was started in mid-December, 1900. Mr. Ed¬ 
ward M. Pomeroy was the first carrier. He would take the mail 
from the office out to his mail cart, described as a one horse wagon 
like a milk cart, and sort letters, etc., into the rows of pigeon holes. 
Then with stamps and money handy in a box before him he started 
on his 20 mile ride. 

The Post Office itself has wandered all around Feeding Hills 
Center. Albert Fuller kept it in his store as did John Freeland who 
succeeded him as Postmaster. In 1893 Miss Jennie Wright moved 
it to a front room of her house on the northwest corner of the inter¬ 
section where it remained for 27 years. In 1920 Miss Lora Smith 
moved the office to the front part of Trevalion’s store and later to 
the Library building. In July, 1936, this was raised to Third Class 
Post Office and the following year James D. Cleary moved it into 
the Woods Store, south of the Library building, where it remained 
for 4 years. In 1942 the office had outgrown the Woods building 
and Mr. Cleary bought a strip of land and built the present building. 
On July 1, 1951 this Post Office attained the status of Second class. 
Its continued growth now calls for another move and expanded fa¬ 
cilities.

More likely, the empty creel 
can be blamed on poor judg- 
~ _ ment. or unsatisfactory weather 

conditions, or a violation of some fundamental fishing technique. 
Location is a key factor. Fish don't operate uniformly in any 
given body of water, but they do have favorite congregating spots. 
Experienced fishermen know, for example, that a partly sub¬ 
merged tree or a weed bed under water or a connecting channel 
between two lakes is a popular haunt for fish. 

Choice of tackle is another factor that can make a day’s out¬ 
ing a success or failure. Mismatched tackle is difficult to use. 
Rod, reel, line, and lure weight must work together for best re¬ 
sults. For example, a good combination for landing muskellunge 
would be a Garcia 2222 rod with an Ambassadeur 6000 bait¬ 
casting reel and a 20-pound line, all designed for rugged action. 

Matching lures with line is equally important. The snook fish¬ 
erman working with a Conolon 2704 rod is going to want a 
fairly substantial lure in the %-oz. to 1-oz. range, preferably 
with 8- to 15-pound tost Platyl line. Chances are he'd be most 
comfortable using a Mitchell 306 reel for this type of salt¬ 
water fishing. 

The variations on balanced tackle are almost endless, of course, 
but the fisherman who is "down on his luck" would be well-ad¬ 
vised to take stock of the equipment he is using when seeking 
liis favorite game. 

A veteran casting champion once pointed out that one formula 
for successful fishing is 10 per cent luck, 20 per cent “fish sense" 
and 70 per cent “horse sense." No one can control the luck* and 
the fish sense is inherent — but the horse sense can be acquired 
by reading the right books and listening to the right people.
